An 
error certainly did exiſt in the practice, for 
the al chance of the patients eſcape was 

placed in the early effect of the mercury, 
wbich ſhould have been cxhibited- in ſuch 
large quantities as to have produced 
effects in eight, or twelve days at the yery 
lateſt. In purſuance of this object no quan- 
tity of mercury ſhould have been eſteemed 
exceſſive, until the ſalivary glands had become 
powerfully affected. It may be repeat- 
ed, that the affection of the mouth in ve- 
nereal diſeaſes is juſtly thought to be un- 
neceſſarily, if not perniciquſly, retarded by a 
combination of laxative medicines; although 
this effect is as certainly retarded by ſimilar 
means in affections, of the liver, yet it is not 
of equal prejudice in the cure, for the reaſons. 
which have been ſtated before. About fix 
ounces of mercurial ointment, were uſed, and 
nearly two drachms of calomel. It is very 
probable, that if one third, or one fourth of 
that quantity had been exhibited at firſt in

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' have made jts uſual impreflion on the ſeat

To thoſe who have not been much con- 
verſant in affections of the liver, the uſe of 
mercury at all, after the ſu ppoſed formation of 
matter, would appear an unwarrantable prac-' 
tice, and in direct contrariety to the teſti- 
mony of many writers. Were the validity 
of this opinion however granted, yet the 
difficulty is {till as great as ever; for how is 
the exiſtence of abſceſs to be aſcertained ? Not 
beyond precarious conjecture, - The hectic 
heats and partial fweats, not to mention the 
| Teſs important fymptoms which have been 
received 28 indicatory of abſceſs or abſorption, 
afford no critgrion whatever for the regula- 
tion of our practice; for theſe may, and 
generally do occur in every fpecies of affected 
liver at one period or other of the diſorder, 
and yield as readily to mercury as any other 
obvious form of liver. Hectic heats, partial 
_ ſweats, a general decay of embonpoint, co- 
Jour, and ſtren gth, are often the very firſt 
ſymptoms of a diſeaſe in that viſcus. But 
independent of the inutility of ſuch a differ- 
ence, as far as'it relates to practice, it cannot 
in reality be allowed that mercury is uſeleſs, 
much leſs prejudicial, in thoſe caſes where 
matter has certainly been formed. Affeciens 
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of that viſcus will never be found to be par- 
tial. While one part has advanced to the ſtage 
of abſceſs, another may only have arrived to 
within ſome degrees of it, and a third may 
be in an incipient ſtage; both the latter how- - 
ever decidedly curable by mercury. The 
miſchievous elde of this medicine in real 
| caſes of abſceſs ſhould, one might ſuppoſe, be 
aſcertained. beyond all poſſibility of doubt, 
before a practitioner would venture to pre- # 
ſoribe its uſe, when the earlier ſtages of the 
diſorder may ſtill be deemed to exiſt in other 
parts of the liver. It may be declared with 
freedom, that experience combats ſuch pre- 
judices againſt the uſe of mercury; and that 
they have not even the ſanction of any plau- 
fible theory. It has been imagined, that the 
abſorption of the matter creates all the ge- 
neral miſchief in the habit, which reſults - 
from internal abſceſs; yet it is obvious that 5 
the matter muſt form a paſſage for itſelf 284 
through ſome other channel, if it ſhould not 
be abſorbed. The. conſequence of this may 
prove of either a more or a leſs favourable 
termination than that by abſorption ; and it 
will be allowed that the evacuation of the. 
matter through the means of abſorption is not 
neceſſarily fatal, but will often gure the pa- 
tient. In what manner can mercury, under 
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-any of theſe circumſtances, piave of diſſer- 

vice ? If the matter ſhould have a tendency 
to make its way through the hiliary ducts 
into the inteſtines, which is probably the 
-moſt favourable - courſe, will the action of 
mercury direct its progreſs through the dia- 
phragm and the lungs, or promote its diſ- 
charge ſtill more deleteriouſly into the cavity 
of the abdomen ? No theoriſt, I believe, will 


torture reaſoning into ſuch a concluſion. 


© 'Mereury indeed, from its powerful action on 
the abſorbents, may be reaſonably expected to 
favour the cure of abſceſs through their means, 
at the very time that it prevents the for- 
mation of more matter, or freſh abſceſſes, by 
_ ts general effect on other parts of the liver; 
ſo that next to the efforts of mere nature it 
may be aſſerted, the only chance of the pa- 
dient 8 ination is to be ſought for in the uſe 
=_ may be aid, that this drug will -in- 
.creaſe the debility, and tend to render the 
ſalutary efforts of nature leſs powerful. But 
thoſe, who have had much experience of its 
zuſe, are well aſſured that its effects are on 
no occaſion ſo conſiderable, in this reſpect, 
as have been generally apprehended; that 
it has a contrary tendency, if fulneſs and

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A difficulty of breathing in moſt inſtances 


has been thought to proceed from an affection 
of the ſubſtance of the lungs. Preſſure from 
an enlargement of the liver may poſſibly be 
eſteemed ſuch; but there is not a doubt 
that the breathing has often been greatly 
affected, when the diſeaſe of the liver has 
exhibited itſelf on diſſection under the form 
of an extraordinary diminution of its ſub- 
ſtance. In reality, there are very few inſtances 
of morbid liver, but what are principally 
characteriſed by ſome alteration in the offices 
of the reſpiratory organs. To account for 
this, the aid of nervous ſympathy may be 
called in; and each practitioner may exerciſe 


his ingenuity, according to his favourite ſyſtem, 


on the ſubje& ; but it is ſufficient for either 
the writer or reader of theſe remarks to have 
ſtated the fact. In the ſame manner they 
may account for what has been generally 
deemed the pathognomonic ſymptom of the 
liver, a pain in the ſhoulder ; but there is 
the moſt ample experience that it ſeldom 


occurs, in proportion to the frequency of 


caſes, without it. Neither in this caſe, nor

But the 
ſym ptoms of diſeaſed liver are ſo numerous, 
ſo various, and mimick ſuch a variety of other 
diſorders, that even this extraordinary ſym p- 
tom may have occurred very frequently to 
that. gentleman. The liver has indeed been 


miſtaken by different practitioners on different 


occafions for almoſt every diſorder to which 
the human body is obnoxious; not even to 
the exception of che lues venerea and the 
gout. The preſent caſe afforded ſo many 


unaccountable ſymptoms, that an inexperi- 
enced practitioner might have almoſt ſup- 


poſed the patient afflicted with half a dozen 


different diſorders at once, 
The ſenſation which a patient denomi- 5 


nates a pain in the ſtomach is a very fre- 
quent occurrence in a diſeaſed liver; nor 


5 will it be difficult to form a reaſonable con- 


jecture relative to its cauſe, if the extenſion 
of the liver over the ſtomach, and in ſome 


attended to. This pain at the pit of the 


ſtomach is ſometimes the only obvious ſymp- 


tom of a diſeaſed liver; and on other occa- 


ſions it is characteriſed by dyſpectie ſymp- 


toms only.
